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The roller coaster ride begins to slow down

It’s been a busy summer for UNO’s fledgling College of 
Information Science and Technology. If you spent your sum- 
mer Catching rays or backpacking in Europe, rather than tak- 
ing notes at meetings of the Board of Regents and Douglas 
County Board, then

UNO College of Infor- 
mation Science and Technology building. 
FDR will pay the county $10 million for its 120 acre block 
of land. | 
FDR has promised 60 of its 120 acres to UNO for devel- 
opment of that building and whatever else UNO chooses to 
put on that property. a 
Several other items that have been hinted at for the plot of 
land just south of Pacific Street and Elmwood Park are a new 
indoor-outdoor sports facility for softball and soccer, dormi- 
tories and, perhaps even more classroom buildings. 
Chancellor Del Weber said he would not have recom- 
_ mended acquiring the land at Aksarben if there was not going 
to be room for further expansion at the site. 


On July 13 at a meeting of the Board of Regents, approval 
‘was given for the $37.5 million building project for IS&T. 


-The proposed building will house all IS&T programs as well 


as all engineering programs on campus. 

The proposal was part of the overall NU budget which 
was approved by the Regents at that meeting and must now 
be approved by the State Legislature and Gov. Ben Nelson. 
That decision should be made some time in September. 

And finally, the first dean of IS&T, Michael Mulder, as 
well as his first associate dean, Thomas McClung were cho- 
sen in July. | 

Mulder, who has worked for the National Science Foun- 

dation and as a con-

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Free Computer Services Link Students to Info Superhighway

Students have a variety of free computing services available 
to them at UNO, ranging from computer mini-courses and elec- 
tronic mail (E-mail) to information on the World Wide Web. 

Almost 20,000 students, faculty, and staff have E-mail ac- 
counts on the five computer systems available at UNO, said 
Zuheir Nabulsi, manager of academic systems for the Office of 
Computing and Data Communication. 

About 10,000 undergraduate students have s-cwis accounts 
which allow them to send E-mail, access information on the 
Web and other Internet services. 

Cwis offers the same services as s-cwis but it is only avail- 
able to faculty, staff and graduate students. 

Zeus, hestia and thor. workstation computers are dedicated 
to education and research, said Nabulsi. Zeus and hestia are for 
students who use statistical packages. Thor is for computer, math 
and science students who work with computer languages. 

Nabulsi said there are 
about 14,000 to 15,000 E- 
mail accounts at UNO. In ad- 
dition, UNO has had access 
to the Internet for about seven 
years, Nabulsi said. 

“If you do research, the 
best way to go and get infor- 
mation is on the Internet,” he 
said. 

~UNO students, faculty and 
staff have six Internet services 
available to them: E-mail, the 
World Wide Web, Usenet or 
Network News, Gopher, 
Telnet and File Transfer Pro- 
tocol (FTP). | 

E-mail allows students to 
send messages anywhere in 
the world. Students who wish 
to set up an E-mail account 
on s-cwis can do so at the user 
- rooms in the College of Business (CBA) or Durham Science 
Center during the first two weeks of the semester or at the Of- 
fice of Computing and Data Communication in Eppley 110. 

The World Wide Web allows easy links between documents. 
It can be accessed through s-cwis or cwis with a text browser 
called Lynx. Microcomputers connected to UNOnet can access 
ewWo d Wide Web using the graphical browsers Mosaic or 


ie e Peaple using Usenet can send articles to groups ‘with univer- 
sally recognized code names. This option allows people to read 
comments from around the world about their favorite groups. 
Gopher is set up like a file cabinet. It gives students the abil- 
ity to browse for information using a menu system. Gopher is 
available on s-cwis and cwis under the UNO Information and 


Services, option U.

of 142 computers. 


FTP allows users to move files from one computer to an- 
other. Most people use it to access public files and sgmaiaheets 
freeware programs on the network. 

Free computer mini-courses are offered by Computing and 
Data Communications. The courses are on different services 
including cwis, s-cwis, the Web, Windows 95, Word for Win- 
dows and Microsoft Powerpoint. Classes start Aug. 30. Regis- 
tration forms are available at Eppley 110. 

Students can now access their grades and class schedules on 
the Web. Registrar Wade Robinson said when students go to 
the UNO home page, they should select the Registrar option 
and then go to class schedules and course grades. 

“Tt will walk students right through the process,” he said. 

Currently, students cannot register for courses on-line. 

“That will be one of the next applications we bring up,” he 
said. 


Students can use the computer room in Durham Science Center for everything from 
checking their E- mail and surfing the net to typing a paper and getting their grades on- . 


In addition to on-line registration, Nabulsi said some time

room.and set up an E-mail account without any help.

Governors University Design Team. 

The report, Western Governors University: 

A Proposed Implementation Plan; was issued 

on June 24th and details a strategy developed 
for the Western Governors’ Association that will 
establish a functioning virtual university as 

early as late 1997.

February, and again in Juhe (during meetings . 


held in Omaha), WGA began to work on a plan 
that would establish the Western Governors 
University (WGU). WGU would combine “the 
objective of facilitating the widespread utiliza- 
tion of technology- _ 
delivered educational _ 
programming with 
that of certification 


assessment,” accord- 
ing to the WGU re- 
port. 

Milliken said that 
right now “much of 
the work being done 
is to try and advance 
technological capa- 
bilities — to increase 
the interactive ele- 
ment, including 
sound and video as 
opposed to text only.” 
Toward this end, Jeff 
Raikes, a Microsoft © 
technician and ana- 
lyst, spoke to the Board of Regents of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska about the possibilities be- 
fore them. 

The possibilities, according to Drew Miller, 
member of the Board of Regents, are always 


increasing. 


“T am still strongly advocating ds idea of a 
virtual university in Nebraska,” Miller said. 
“Some of the required system is already set-up 
and some courses are already available over 
the Internet,” he said. Miller cited Creighton 
University’s Engineering Institute as an ex- 
ample of web-based education in Nebraska, and 


even noted an entire degree program currently 
being offered through a “university” based in 


——=~ 
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Arizona. Miller said he did not know whether 


or not this virtual university was affiliated with 
a traditional university. 

One of the stated goals of the WGU is to 
incorporate existing programs and technologies 


| (like those found on a small scale around the 


country) into a 
_ larger entity that, 
because of its size 
and its backing, 
could make web- 
based educational 


a larger number of 
prospective stu- 
dents. In addition, 
it could, “provide 
mechanisms for the 
formal recognition 
or certification of 
learning acheived 
(through WGU’s 
web-based educa- 
tion),” according to 
From Vision to Re- 
» ality, a document 

endorsed and ap- 
proved by the WGA in February. Alliances 
within and across state lines are a necessity if 
this is to happen. 

According to Milliken, an-alliance of about 
30 Nebraska institutions is already in the works, 
and inter-state alliances are progressing as well. 

Such alliances, according to the WGU re- 
port, will help remove barriers that prevent the 
free-flow of educational materials and recog- 


nized learning accross institutional, state and 


other boundaries. _ 

Distance education, as it is developing to- 
day, could radically change the way education 
is perceived by both students and instructors. 
Instead of bringing students to the university 


services available to. 


‘ : Virtual University to Deliver Educ ation to Students 


for education, said Richard Snowden, director 
of C&DC, “we are going to use technology to 
deliver education to the students.” 

“One of the: goals (of web-based educa- 
tion),” according to Benson, “‘is that these stu- 


dents don’t have to come to UNO.” Speaking 


about the web-based Finance Administration 
class offered this semester, he said, “‘as far as I 


know, this is the first time (at UNO) where the © 


- focus isn’t local. These students are outside the 


Metro area. The course is explicitly targeted at © 


people who live in more remote areas of the 
state.” — 
Benson said that Nebraska already has the 


capability to provide access to the web to al- 


most anyone inside state lines. Educational 
Service Units (ESUs) were established across 


the state to provide independent school systems 
with the means to purchase and utilize the lat- 


est in computer technology (including Internet 


access). ESUs can now be utilized to insure that, 


if necessary, persons living in rural areas of Ne- 
braska can access UNO at local schools, said 
Benson. 

If WGA has its way, high quality, accred- 


ited classes would be available in similar fash- 


ion across state lines. 

As technology continues to advance, and 
people continue to make use of web-based edu- 
cational tools in increasing numbers, the pos- 


sibilities for “virtual universities” will se | 


rocket, according to Benson. 

Benson said that someday we could be able 
to order a class on TV from our homes, read 
the accompanying text on our computers, con- 


duct research via the Internet, and communi- — 


cate with faculty through E-mail. Whether this 
is good or bad is a question we ean not answer 
yet, said Benson, but the ability to make it a 
reality seems only to be a matter of time.

The list of sophomores is extensive after Behrns’ recruit- 
ing sweepstakes grabbed 23 local prep stars last season. Now 
those players are ready to step up and contribute to the Mavs. 

Special teams will play a big part in the teams 1996 suc- 
cess. Last season, Behrns’ staff signed Paul Kosel, a place 
kicker, from Omaha Burke*tigh. The 5-foot-11-inch prep 
Standout was highly touted after kicking Neb. high school’s 

longest field goal at 55-yards. Kosel claimed all of the field 
goal kicking duties and connected on 10 of 18 tries last sea- 
son including kicks of 47 and 45 yards.

Sioux City, Kosel came through. 

Just five games into the season, Kosel had moved from 
the No. 2 position on the depth chart to Sioux City Iowa. The 
Mavs were 0-2 in the conference, morale was low and UNO 


was down 14-12 with 9:22 remaining in the third quarter 
against Morningside. , 

UNO was faced with a fourth-and-7 — more importantly, 

Kosel was faced with a 45 yard field goal attempt. Despite 
the mud which had turned all the players to mud statues, Kosel 
connected on the kick. UNO took and held the lead for the 
win. 

Although the Mavs finished 3-8, an improvement from 
1994’s 1-10, the freshmen took it personally. Now those same 
players are back and UNO football is going to the next level. 
Stories of last year’s freshmen are plentiful. 

Last year Jay Uphoff; a freshman from Millard North, 
rushed 11 times for 114 rushing yards ina UNO scrimmage. 
Ed Thompson stepped in and added 426 yards of receiving 
and a team-high five receiving touchdowns. Punter Nate Parks 
stepped in and handled the punting duties, averaging 33 yards 
per punt. 

UNO is here. They were called the future of Mav football, 
but now they are the present. They have been shot down by 
the talented North Central Conference and they have been 
told their program was going to die.

Some of us work 40-hour-a-week jobs and needed 
a convenient place to brush up on certain skills. 

The choice was made for us because UNO is close, cheap 
and offers just about everything else other schools do. _ 

But try and think on the bright side. Think about the ben- 
efits of your lack of choice. 

First, as students of UNO, we get by cheaply. Don’t give 
me any gripes about tuition increases and the $100-student 
fee.

Graduation Rate Controversy More 


than Just Black and White Issue 


Recent articles in the Omaha World-Herald have blasted 
the administration at UNO for its low graduation rates. One 
editorial in particular, a piece by former UNO professor Mat- 
thew Stelly, complained of the low graduation rates of mi- 
norities — a figure of 7 percent. 

Certainly UNO’s graduation rates are low in comparison 
to UNL and UNK, but a lack of effort by Chancellor Del 
Weber and his administrators to put sheepskins into the hands 
of UNO students is just not the case. 

One of the problems with comparing 
UNO to the other schools in the NU system 
is that UNO’s basic student make-up dif- 
fers greatly from those of its more tradi- 
tional-student-packed sister schools. 

UNO is often described as a “commuter 
campus” or an “urban campus,” a distinc- 
tion that hints at its main difference with 
other schools. The average age of the UNO student is 27.1 
years, a figure much higher (by several years) than UNL’s 
and UNK’s. 

And while UNO’s overall graduation rates may seem low 
at first glance, people must remember that a large portion of 
UNO students attend this university with no intention of ever 
getting a degree. Last spring UNO’s college of Continuing 
Studies (CCS), a college that by design graduates very few 
of its students, had 1,361 undergrads enrolled, over 13 per- 
cent of UNO’s total — 10,449 — students listed as undergrads 
during that term. | 

Now some might argue that CCS does graduate some of 
its students and should, therefore, be left in the mix. But other 
colleges on campus do not subtract those students who are on 
campus only “to take a class or two” for their jobs before 
- figuring out their graduation rates. . 

And I would argue that the number of students in colleges 


like Teachers Education, Business Administration and Engi-

parts in Lincoln and Kearney. In fact, I’d bet my degree on 
that. 

So, when you figure in the differences that make UNO 
unique in comparison to UNK and UNL, then I think the over- 
all graduation rate would start to balance out. 

But that still does not answer Stelly’s concerns over mi- 
nority graduation rates at UNO. 

Stelly wrote that UNO did not show a commitment to hav- 
ing minorities (particularly African-Americans, since that 
seemed to be the only minority that he discussed in his ar- 
ticle) on campus, that there seemed little financial support 
from UNO for minority student organizations, that the Milo

Bail Student Center (MBSC) is no longer a “cultural haven 
for minority students” and that a lack of black faculty at UNO 
gives minority kids in the community too few role models on 
this campus. | 

Part of the problem with minority student retention is the 
quality of minority student at UNO. Universities like UNK, 
UNL, Iowa and Iowa State; which are located in cities with 
very small minority populations; tend to attract many of the 
best and brightest black high school seniors to their campuses 
to fill their minority enrollment quotas. 

And while this does not mean that 


_rel black high school seniors, it does 
mean that the finite supply of top black 
incoming freshmen is spread too thin 
between too many area universities that 
recruit mainly in Omaha to fill their 


‘quotas. 


Stelly’s argument that MBSC is no longer a “cultural ha- 
ven for minority students” would seem plausible to anyone 
who visited the student center during the past year. Of course, 
most students avoided it due to the fact that almost the 
WHOLE building was a construction zone at one point or 
another during the year. 

Now that the sawdust has stopped flying, MBSC is hous- 
ing more student groups 
and organizations than 
ever before. Student 
Government has moved 
back. A place for frater- 
nities and sororities has 
been carved out. And, fi- 
nally, the Gateway is lo- 

cated in MBSC instead of 
out on the far corner of

Jensen said duties for individual senators 
include attending senate meetings, keeping one 
office hour a week, and serving on one of four 
senate committees. The senate is required to 
meet once per month, but traditionally will meet 
two times each month during the school year 
and once a month during the summer, Jensen 
said. 

Another important role of student senate is 
to address student grievances. For example, dur- 
ing a past senate term when the shuttle service 
started running from Aksarben, there were no 
shelters.

The senate has three executive members; the 
Speaker, the Chief Administrative Officer

by the senators during the meeting after elec- 
tions. Jensen said as senate speaker she has to 
conduct meetings, and must know the senate

According to the UNO Student Government 
bylaws, the CAO nominates students to the 
following positions when open: members of the 
Student Health Advisory Committee, Student 
Court, Traffic Appeals Commission, Publica- 
tions Board of the Gateway, the Student Ac- 
tivities Budget Commission, SG-UNO Execu- 
tive Treasurer, SG-UNO Recording Secretary 
and directors for all agencies.

After being located on the far west side of campus for more 
than 10 years, earlier this summer the Gateway made the move 


into its new offices on the first floor of the newly renovated 


Milo Bail Student Center. | 

The new location is a more productive work area, Ziemba 
said. The new offices are located all on one level, compared to 
the old offices which were located on two floors of a converted 
house. 7 

Another benefit to the new offices is the proximity to the 
center of campus.“Now that we are located in the heart of cam- 
pus, it will be easier to communicate with students, faculty and 
staff,” Ziemba said. She also hopes the central location will 
make it easier for students who have always been interested in 
journalism to find the offices and get involved. 

And with the new location comes a new editor and a new 
look for the newspaper. 

Although Ziemba is new to the job of editor-in-chief, she is 
not new to the Gateway staff. A 1993 graduate of Omaha’s Burke 
High School, Ziemba has worked as a Gateway columnist since 
1993 and as a section editor during the past two semesters. She 
is a senior studying for a double major in journalism and sec- 
ondary education with an endorsement in journalism. 

Ziemba said major changes in the newspaper’s layout and 
design were made during the summer session. Changes include 
anew masthead design, two pages of editorials and more graph- 
ics. Future changes include twice-a-week “man on the street” 
interviews and editorial cartoons by a cartoonist who is a cur- 
rent student at UNO. “Our new cartoonist will allow us to focus 
more on UNO issues than we have in the past,” Ziemba said. 

Through all the changes, Ziemba said, the Gateway’s pur- 
pose will remain to provide UNO’s students, faculty and staff 
with timely, relevant news, features, entertainment and sports 
coverage. 


The Gateway will also maintain its service to giving stu- 


dents the opportunity to contribute, either by letters to the edi- 
tor or by becoming a staff writer, she said.

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sponsors in the aviation field and students wishing to pursue 
Careers in aviation. 

In addition to the undergraduate and graduate degrees of- 
fered at UNO, graduate assistant positions, scholarships and 
paid internships are also available. UNO’s Aviation Institute 
has a million dollar flight facility at Omaha’s Eppley Airfield, 
where flight instruction is administered. Some courses may be 
taken at the University of Nebraska at Lincoln campus and Offutt 
Air Force Base in Bellevue. Students may earn up to 21 hours 
credit by presenting Federal Aviation Administration Flight and/ 
or Maintenance Certificates. In-state tuition rates apply to resi- 
dents of Nebraska and Iowa who have lived in that state for at 
least six months. | 

Some aviation students participate through the College of 
Continuing Studies and ROTC. Flight training may also be ad- 
ministered at Offutt Air Force Base or through UNL. Additional 
financial assistance may be acquired for flight training. 

Sophomore aviation student Bennie McPeck said that dur- 
ing his first year, the staff has been very helpful and approach- 
able, especially Dr. Brent Bowen, director of the Institute, who 
is a “really nice guy.” Bennie has logged approximately 60 hours 
from the UNO training facility at Eppley and is currently pre- 
paring to apply for his private pilot’s license. After several hours 
of flight time with various instructors, McPeck has completed 
several cross-country (more than 50 miles each way) solo flights 
and is looking forward to taking a 100 mile or greater flight, 
possibly to Kansas City.

For those more interested in being creative 
on dry land, there is paper making on Wednes- 
day nights, which still involves water — but 
does not require a wet suit. 

The College of Fine Arts also offers classes 
such as Screenwriting (through the Writer’s 
Workshop) and Scenic Production Labora- 
tory, where students can take out their frus- 
trations on helpless pieces of wood. 

The English department, not to be outdone, 
has a variety of courses which might catch 
the.fancy of a few students. Detective Fic- 
tion, for example, could prove to be a dis- 
covery worth making. Students turned on by 
the idea of “dropping out” might want to tune 
in to Dr. Michael Skau’s special topics class, 
Beats and Hippies. 

Some students with a thirst for biology (or 
science in general) may find Limnology 4180 
interesting, if not difficult to define. (Limnol- 
ogy is, according to Webster’s Third New 


International Dictionary, the scientific study 


of physical, chemical, meteorological and 


biological conditions in fresh water, espe- 
cially lakes and ponds.) 

Persons with a taste for more mainstream 
fair may wish to sample the Science of Food, 
team-taught by Drs. John a, and Kaye 
Stanek. 

Another team of instructors will offer The 
Power of Images this semester through the 
Humanities Department. 

Death and Dying, while not everyone’s 
first choice, is popular enough to merit three 
separate classes. 

The classes mentioned above are only a 
small sampling of some of the more unusual 
offerings this semester. Clearly they are not 
necessarily a sampling of the easy classes this 
semester, but they might serve to spice-up 
class schedules which would otherwise be 
bland.

_ The Library. offers two databases that UNO students can 
access from home or office computers. One is the expanded 
academic index. The other is called First Search, which has 
more than 60 databases in the humanities, social sciences and 
Sciences.

“We’re very excited about the expansion of our electronic | 


resources and the fact that people can dial in to these data- 
bases from places outside the Library,” Parker said. 

The Library has a home page on the World Wide Web 
through which students can connect to the Library catalogs, 
various databases and information resources. For example, 
users can link to sites that have electronic text, and they can 


(tps//rwigate 
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link to government information databases such as the Library 
of Congress and state government resources. 

Several of the databases have full text articles. So once 
the search is completed, some of the articles can be down- 
loaded or printed in their entirety. 

This is not true for every database, Parker said, but there 
are more companies rae databases that have full text ca- 
pability. 

Students may retrieve issues of periodicals from open 
Shelves but must use them 
in the building, because pe- 


riodicals cannot. be 
checked out. 
There are 12 photocopi- 


ers on the lower level. Cop- 
ies are 5 cents each and mi- 
crofiche and microfilm 
copies are 10 cents. The re- 
serve media center in- 
cludes audio CD’s and cas- 
settes, spoken word cas-

Parker said there is a sizable collection of children’s books 
to support the curriculum in children’s literature. 

The Library’s primary audience is the faculty, students and 


staff of UNO. But community users are welcome to use the 


services, she said. 

“If they would like to check out books they need to pur- 
chase a community user’s card.” 

High school students need to have a written letter of per- 
mission from their school librarian on file at the circulation 
desk in order to be eligible to use the Library. 

Two other categories of users eligible for a user card in- 
clude alumni and members of Friends of the Library. 
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ibrary More Than J ust Fines and ‘War and Peace’ 


Last year, the public services department answered more 
than 70,000 reference questions, and the Library circulated 
almost 200,000 items, Parker said. The gate count, which is 
the number of people who entered the Library, was 540,645. 

Regular hours during the fall:and spring semesters are 
Monday through Thursday 7 a.m. to 11 p.m., Friday 7 a.m. to 
6 p.m., Saturday 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. and Sundays from | p.m. to 
11 p.m. These are building hours, but Library services end 15 
minutes before the building closes. Slightly shorter hours are 
observed during the summer sessions. Study areas include 
tables, chairs and individual study cubicles. Handouts with 
information about the Library’s collections, services and hours 
are available at the circulation desk. 

This summer, some changes were made to the Library. 
The reference desk now faces the front door so it is more 
visible to users when they enter the building. The Interlibrary 
Loan Division has been integrated with the circulation desk. 

When material is not available in the UNO collection, the 
interlibrary loan division can borrow items from other librar- 
ies. 

“Tt takes two to four weeks depending onthe library we’re 
asking to lend to us,” Parker said. “The patron indicates how 
much they may be willing or not willing to pay.” 

There is a rapid article delivery service for a fee. A docu- 
ment delivery service called ARTIFAX has a 24-48 hour turn- 
around. The Library subsidizes this service so the user only 
pays $4. 

A new feature_on GENISYS_allows-students to look at 
their own circulation record to see what books they have 
checked out and when those books are due. Students may 
even renew their books by telephone. 

“Every year we add new work stations to meet the grow- 
ing demand for access to electronic information,” Parker said. 
“We’re very pleased to be able to offer these services, and the 
students seem to love it.”

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Samland Ready to Dive Into 
Next Level for Aquatics Program

Todd Samland may drive a pick-up with the license plate 
that reads “SWIM” — but it’s swimming that drives Todd 
Samland. 

The 34-year-old knows the Health, Physical Education, and 
Recreation (HPER) building swimming pool better than any- 
one, which helped him claim the title of UNO’s first women’s 
swimming and diving head coach. 

For the past 15 years, Samland has come to the UNO cam- 
pus — first as a student, then a club swimmer and now as head 
coach. His schedule is so tight that he goes home in the after- 
noon for “family time.’ 

Samland is the head instructor of UNO’s 
Master’s swimming program. He coaches at 
6:30 a.m., 8:00, 11:15, 5:30 p.m. and at 6:30 
Monday through Thursday and any spare time 
between class is taken up with paperwork. 

Samland’s ‘things to do list’ includes build- 
ing a Division II swimming and diving pro- 
gram by 1997 from the ground, recruiting a 
team, starting a club team, teaching class and 
raising a family. 

“It’s exciting and difficult both. It’s excit- 
ing to be involved in the initial part of starting 
a team. It’s difficult because there is nothing to 
work on yet,” said the 6-foot-3-inch Samland. 
“How do you improve nothing?” 

‘Don’t Call Me Coach’ 

Although Samland has been in coaching for all of his adult 


life, he doesn’t want to be called ‘coach’ or Mr. Samland. 


“T prefer to be called Todd — that is who I am,” he said. “If 


I wasn t ti tomorrow, I'd still we Todd. If I tOOk “in con- 


~~ answers from me on a a coaching perspective. 


“T have no desire to make everyone my friend or to be the 
‘good-ol’-coach or be an overall nice guy,” he said. “Nor do I 
want to be the mean grump, hanging over the athletes and put- 
ting pressure on them. I just want to be who I am.” 

Pool Time 

Samland knows swimming. Between 1982 and 1984, he 
swam in the UNO club team. In 1983, as a college junior, he 
took over the Masters program — a program to teach high school 
graduates to 70-year-old retirees how to swim. 

Samland competed in the UNO Aquatics club for three years 


_ (1982-1984). He took over the Masters Program in 1983 — a 


program which has blossomed in the past few years. 

“Tt was pretty small in the first five years, then about 1987 it 
really exploded,” he said. “From that point on, it has really kept 
me busy.” 

Under Samland’s guidance, the Master’s program includes 
about 165 people from 19 to 70 years of age. Samland says 
there are two or three swimmers in the program who have the 
talent and the eligibility to join the athletic team in 1997. 

Title IX 

There is little doubt that one of the reasons UNO added 
women’s swimming and diving was to avoid any problems with 
Title IX — also known as gender equity. With the arrival of a 
Division I hockey program, Athletic Director Don Leahy needed 
to even out the sports for women. Under Title IX guidelines, 
the expenses for women’s sports should equal or come close to 
the men’s. 


Topp SAMLAND 


UNO’s budget last year for men’s sports neared $300,000 
for personnel. Add that to the $75,000 projected for hockey 
head coach Mike Kemp and the women’s cash flow of $147,042 


looked pretty petite — hence, the new women’s sports. 
“Some people will have the perception that UNO had to add 
swimming,” Samland said. “Although I don’t deny that there 


were deficiencies in the athletic program overall, there are other 
schools who have waited too long (for gender equity) that it 


became a lawsuit situation. You have to credit the athletic de- 
partment for being pro-active as opposed to re-active when the 
courts get involved. Outside that, there is 
no reason to taint this opportunity.” 

UNO is one of eight NCAA schools 
adding women’s swimming to their rota- 
tion, a report by the University of Iowa re- 
vealed. Between 1992 and 1995 nearly 200 
women’s sports have been added to col- 
lege programs while 71 men’s teams have 
been dropped — all speculation points to 
gender equity as the cause or reason. 

“Whatever it took to get (swimming and 
diving) here is fine by me,” Samland said. 

What Now? 

“So far we have a schedule for next 
year,” Samland said. “Campus Recreation 
will have a swimming and diving club next year, which will 
encourage a lot of the folks on campus to participate. That’s a 
big step.” 

Although it is too early to tell where the swimming and div- 


ing program is headed, Samland says there is a possibility of 
satoncs a bid to host — championship meets in the HPER 
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January, Samland says they will face the University of North- 
ern Colorado, University of South Dakota, Truman State and 
UN-Kearney twice. The UNC Bears finished in the top 10 in 
last year’s National Championships. 

“It’s a challenge because a lot of people, including myself, 
are looking for good things to happen. There is a lot of support 
from the community with the high school programs,” Samland 
said. “They are encouraged to see women’s programs pick up 
at UNO.” 

The club team will be drastically different from the Master’s 
program he currently directs. 

“Cost is one of the scary things right now. I have a budget 


but that budget is going to be a lot different than what Ihave to . 


work with in the Master’s.” 

But that is only one of his concerns. 

“Traveling will be more involved,” he says. “When I have a 
35-year-old swimmer (in the Master’s program) I don’t tell them 
where to go. Since the women’s team is sanctioned, the swim- 
mers and divers will have to travel as a team.” 

Whether he wants to be called coach or not, Samland is the 
first head coach of UNO aquatics, something which isn’t far off 
from what he’s been doing the past 14 years. 

“Swimming is a big part of my life right now,” Samland said 
looking into the aqua-blue of the HPER pool with a startling 
grin. “And I still can’t believe the license plate “SWIM” wasn’t 
taken, either.” 
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Hockey Program, 
Coach Ready to 
Hit the Ice

UNO’s new hockey coaches are ready to begin initializing a 
team for the 1997-98 season. 

The athletic department added Mike Kemp, the first UNO 
hockey head coach. Kemp, 43, will be offered a five-year con- 
tract worth $75,000 his first year ($8,000 more than UNO Ath- 
letic Director Don Leahy). 

Kemp first saw his dream of hockey come alive in 1975 
with the initiation of a UNO club team. With a team comprised 
of 18- to 38-year old players, Kemp and UNO thought the time 
was right to start a hockey program. 


“When you have spanned 20 years in the shadows of other 


head coaches and finally walk out into the bright lights without 
shades on, it hits you real quick,” Kemp said. 


The responsibilities of starting a Division I program may be

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to make the CCHA final four (1982-83). It also marked 
Chicago’s only team to place in the top four of the league. 

“I’ve had a little experience of hitting the ground running | 
and starting from scratch, and look forward to oping. the same 
thing here,” he said. 

Kemp graduated from Gustavus Adolphus roe wae in St. 
Peter, Minn. in 1975. After the failed UNO club team, Kemp . 
returned to Gustavus as an assistant coach for five years. He 
made the jump to Chicago for one season and then took an 
assistant coaching position at Wisconsin, a job he held for 15 
years. 

In 1995, Kemp was voted the American Hockey Cie 7 
Association “best strategist.” The Wisconsin Badgers sarees: 
killing units were among the leaders in the league. 

Kemp added assistant coach David Quinn to the UNO hockey 
coaching roster. Quinn is a native of Rhode Island and retreats 
from Northeastern University in Boston, where he held recruit- 
ing and assistant coaching duties for three seasons. 

The hockey program should be assured of immediate back- _ 
ing from the community. As of Sunday, the athletic department 
had sold 6,389 season tickets. Those tickets, combined with 
student seating and other seats, will sell out the Civic audito- 
rium. 

“T look at the potential,” he said. “We’ ve got such great com- 
munity support and that is one of the things that has set the 
hockey world on fire.” ?

The key for our success will be in team chemis- 
try. The ability of our eight new players to blend in with the 
eight returning letterman will be critical. As always, the NCC 
will be one of the best in Division II. We want to make big 
strides and move up in the standings.

Program Ready for New Year 


The campus recreation front office is only one area find- 
ing change at the front step. Both flag football and racquet- 
ball are going to see dramatic changes in the next season. 

Flag football, previously a 7-on-7 game, is changing to 
the 4-on-4 look. 

“The rules are simpler, they are the Air-it-Out rules,” 
Steffen said, referring to the national 4-on-4 football tourna- 
ment. “We can get more teams active and we can play more 
games at the same time. The fields require less playing area 
so there is more space for games.” 

Racquetball, formerly a unscheduled event, will change 
its format to be more organized. 

“Racquetball will be set up differently,” Steffen said. “It’s 
going to be a league and no longer on your 
own. It’s a better event if it’s scheduled.” 

Flag football and racquetball are see- 
ing changes, but the intramural program 
is going to see additions, too. Besides the 
new staff, events in basketball, tennis and 
badminton will be added to the Campus 
Recreation venues. 

A faculty and staff a 3-on-3 basketball 
league will be added into the rotation start- 
ing in the fall’s first session (registration 
starts Aug. 26).

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Group Aims to Bring 
Theatre to Students

UNO has always had a fine Dramatic Arts program 
and tradition with the annual Shakespeare on the Green 
and main stage productions. But what set UNO apart 
form other Midwestern programs is a noticeable lack of 
student involvement. Now UNO has a new student the- 
ater group that is bringing theater back to the forefront of 
campus and student life. 
The Department of Dramatic Arts puts on several plays 
yearly, like “Cabaret” and “Spokesong,” attracting the- 
ater-goers to the Strauss Performing Arts Building. 
The FAUST Organization (Fine Arts University Stu- 
dents Theater) is anew UNO student group quickly gath- 
ering support on campus since its July 18th inception. 
FAUST is a non-profit group of Dramatic Arts students 
and mainstage production participants formed to bring 
theater to UNO at a student-to-student level. 
The intention of FAUST is to bring theater to UNO 
that is both cheap to see and entertaining to watch, witha 
personal, non-professional feel. Omaha has no shortage 
of dinner or community theaters and there are some fine 
regional theaters as well, so a new theater seems redun- 
dant, not to mention costly. But a new theater group to 
focus the medium, to steer other more progressive 
theatergoers to local theater is a long overdue change. 
“...Right now we have one summer production planned 
a year, with plans underway for two to three other shows 
off-campus, produced and performed entirely by students,” 
said FAUST President Paul Pape. Scheduled for this sum- 
mer is a performance of Shakespeare’s classic farce “A 
Midsummer’s Night Dream” at the Amphitheater by the 
UNO Fine Arts building. Performances are scheduled 
for August 15 - 18 and 22 - 25, with show times at 8 p.m. 
Since the July 18th ratification of the FAUST consti- 
tution, the 30 or so members have concentrated on spon- 
sorship and sustained funding. Having procured spon- 
sorship already from Pearl Vision Express, the group con- 
tinues to pursue local Omaha businesses for support. If 
you are interested in sponsorship or membership contact 
Paul Pape at 554-2488.
